west as the 42nd m eridian—about j 
1.500 miles east of New York.

“neutrality 
zone" extends 300 miles out into 
the Atlantic, but it has n o t been 
recognized by belligerent powers.. 
Churchill's statem ent followed up 
information received in W ashington 
—that at 
least one

German U -boat was heading across | 
the Atlantic to prey on shipping oil 
Ute American coast. 
Three Nazi Subs Sunk 
Churchill also disclosed th a t three 
German subm arines were sunk yes­ 
terday, and in passing this news to 
United States Ambassador John G. 
Winant. he com m ented;

Authorized quarters in B erlin were 
quick to scott a t the U -boat report, 
declaring it was a “put-up job by 
American w ar inciters . . . clumsy 
propaganda,'' and adding; 
“We are not so naive as to a t­ 
tack the United S tates with a U- 
boat.” 
The Nazi high com m and said a 
German subm arine sank five arm ed 
merchant ships totaling 35,300 tons 
m an attack on a convoy, and t im 
a 4,C00-ton m erchantm an had been 
smt to the bottom in the N orth 
sea. 
Washington reports said a t least 
one German subm arine was enroute 
to United S tates coastal w aters— 
perhaps the forerunner of others 
such as assailed American ships in 
the World war.

DRAFT BOARDS WIN 
IN TWENTY CASES 


District Appeals B o a r d 
Upholds Rulings; Six 
Are Reversed 


Decisions 
of 
local d raft boards 
were 
upheld 
in 
20 cgses and re­ 
versed in six others by the district 
d ra ft board of appeals, which con­ 
sidered 30 cases last week. 
M eeting 
in Youngstown, the ap­ 
peals board of five members, h av ­ 
ing Jurisdiction over tile 13 counties 
in the seventh appellate district, 
reviewed cases from 18 boards in 
five counties. 
Three 
cases 
were returned to 
d ra ft boards for further inform a­ 
tion and one ease was referred to 
the federal district attorney, where 
a 
conscientious objector objected 
even to non-com batant service. 
Appeals boatd officials ^iterated 
th a t decisions were not to be con­ 
strued as precedent* in which other 
sim ilar cases could be decided. 
All decisions, either by the local 
boards, or by the 
appeals 
board, 
are to be made on the basis of in ­ 
dividual 
circumstances 
in 
each 
case, official* said. 
Of the 26 cases decided by the 
appeals board, 16 were appealed on 
grounds of dependency, five 
on 
grounds of 
essential 
occupation, 
one on disability and others 
for 
miscellaneous reason*. 
Allow Deferment* 
D raft boards 
were 
reversed in 
four cases of occupational defer­ 
m ent. where the 
appeals 
board 
granted from two to four m onth*’ 
tim e for employers to train work­ 
ers to replace two office employees. 
a dairy worker, and tim e for one 
m an to finish his work as executor 
of an estate. 
The appeals board, however, up­ 
held the decision of a d ra ft board 
in placing in Class I-A a m unicipal 
worker who claimed occupational 
deferm ent.
